aw, and laid them under a Contribution, 
Which they would not comply with, till he 
had firſt threatned, and afterwards cetfartied : 
his Reſolution of carrying away their Cattle, 
and plundering and burning their Houſes. 
But it will be proper here to take Notice, 
that he could not have reigned long in this

See din Beg, a General in Shab Thamas's 
Army, and Chief of a great Tribe, called the 


Bayots, having offended the Kiog, his Perſian 
Maje ſty was determined to take away his 
Life, Thich Sef o din Beg being privately i in- 
formed of, he fled from the Camp in the 
Night with 1500 of his own Men, and not 


knowing where to take Sanctuary, he went 


to Nadir Kuli, and joined him. By this Ad- 
dition to his Force, he had now got upwards of 
2000 Men, and was become very formida- 
ble and expenſive. to the Neighbourhood. 
Nadir's Uncle began to dread the Strength of 
his Nephew, who being not above 100 Miles 
off, might come and attack him whenever a 
he pleaſed: He therefore wrote him a Letter, 
_— he aſſured him, he was of Opinion, 
that if he would ſubmit, and go into the 
King's Service, his Majeſty would grant a 
Pardon to him and all his People. Nadir 
ſeemed very well pleaſed with this Propoſal, 
and wrote his Uncle, that if he could procure

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40 accept of it. Accordingly his Uncle ſent a 


Petition to - Shah - Thamas, in behalf of his 
Nephew. His Majeſty at firſt ſeemed not in- 
clined to pardon a Man who had been guilty 
of ſuch notorious Crimes; but being told the 
ill Treatment he had formerly met with, 
forced him to take ſuch Meaſures in order to 
ſupport himſelf, that he was a gallant Officer, 
and that his Troops might be of great Service 
to his Majeſty, who was in want of ſuch Men, 
the King comply'd, and ſent a free Pardon 
ſigned to his Uncle, which he immediately 
forwarded to Nadir Ruli, who, upon the 
Receipt thereof, ſet out with Sef o din Beg, 
and 100 choſen Men for Calt.

Accordingly hav- 
ing that very Night made proper Preparations, 
about two in the Morning, at a Signal given, 
thoſe within fell on the Centries, killed 
ſome, and ſeized the reſt, whilſt Nadir Kult © 
went to his Uncle's Chamber, whom having 
Killed, he took the Keys of the Caſtle, and 
opened the Gates, in order to let in the 500

the Centries * taken the Alarm; but Nadir's 
People having ſecured the Doors ofthe Barracks

'arm'd were {et at Liberty the next ' Morning 
there was not much Blood ſhedon this Occaſion, 
not above fifteen or twenty being killed in all. 
Nadir immediately diſpatched Meſſengers to 
thoſe remaining in the Mountains, who came 
to him in a few Days. This happened a- 
bout the Year 1726-7, upwards of fix Years 
after he had been turned out of the ra 
Service in Muſhad, as before mentioned. 
VMadir, by this Action, not at all to his 
Credit, 1 gratified his Revenge on his

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Uncle, and had all his Relations (who lived 
moſtly in the Town, and the adjacent Vil- 
ages near Calef) in his Power; but he ſhew- 
eld no Reſentment to any of them: On the 

contrary, he treated them with Civility and
